The  Iron  Lance  of  Martinique. 

The  bane  of  the  beautiful  Island  of  Mar¬ 
tinique  i«  a  serpent  called  the  “iron  lance.” 
This  reptile,  with  venomous  tiste,  chooses 
the  coolest  and  most  delightful  places  in  the 


the  risk  of  one’s  life  that  one  lies  down  on 
the  gruss,  or  even  takes  a  rest  in  au  arbor. 
The  wounds  inflicted  by  these  serpents  are 
very  apt  to  be  fatal  unloss  immediately  cared 
for.  The  whole  island  is  infested  with  this 
dangerous  reptile,  and  it  said  that  on  an 
average  nearly  eight  hundred  persons  are 
bitten  every  year,  of  which  number  from 
sixty  to  seventy  case*  prove  fatal,  while 
many  others  result  in  nervous  diseases  which 
are  almost  as  bad  as  death.  A  few  years  ago, 
when  Prince  Arthur  of  England  visited  this 
island,  a  grand  fete  was  given  in  his  honor 
in  the  Jardin  des  Plantes.
